Class  in  Tests 
Plans  Survey  of 
Quitman  Schools 

A  Scholarship  Ranking  Survey  of  Con¬ 
solidated  School  District  Will  Be 

Made  Under  Mr.  Cooper’s  Direction. 

A  scholarship  ranking  survey  of  the 
Quitman  Consolidated  town  school  and 
the  four  rural  schools  in  the  district 
will  bo  made  the  first  of  next  week 
by  tlio  College  class  in  Tests  and. ‘Meas¬ 
urements  under  Mr.  Cooper.  This  sur¬ 
vey  will  cover  the  testings  of  more 
than  a  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  in  tlio 
town  schools  and  rural  schools  of  Tar- 
pley,  Royster,  Butler,  Fairview. 

Tlio  students  who  will  make  the  sur¬ 
vey  under  tlio  direction  of  Mr.  Cooper 
lire :  Mary  Goodpasture,  Lonoro  LaVan, 
Margaret  Quinlin,  Zella  Needles,  Ruth 
Cagley,  Rosella  Foreman,  and  Homer 
Richmond. 

The  object  of  the  survey,  according 
to  Mr.  Cooper  is  to  furnish  a  definite 
objectivo  basis  for  comparison  of  in¬ 
dividuals,  classes,  grades,  and  the  school 
with  other  school  systems  by  the  use 
of  standardized  educational  tests  for 
the  various  subjects,  and  this  checked 
against  the  ability  of  the  pupils  as 
shown  by  measurement  of  intelligence. 
It  will  furnish  the  administrators  and 
teachers  an  opportunity  to  know  how 
pupils  rank  and  discover  individual 
weaknesses.  It  will  show  the  teachers 
whether  tlio  individual  is  working  up 
to  his  capacity  in  each  subject.  It  also 
tends  to  furnish  a  strong  incentive  up¬ 
on  tlie  part  of  the  pupil  for  self  im¬ 
provement. 

This  study  will  show  the  quality  of 
the  pupil’s  work  in  arithmetic,  reading, 
geography,  language,  etc.  as  compared 
to  whero  he  should  rank,  Mr.  Cooper 
pointed  out  The  records  make  for  a 
more  definito  classification  of  students 
by  enriching  their  programs  and  like¬ 
wise  to  build  up  a  suitable  program  and 
strengthen  those  not  doing  satisfactory 
work  in  the  grades  they  are  in. 

The  following  tests  will  be  used  in 
tlio  survey:  Detroit  primary  achieve¬ 
ment  test;  Gatos  primary  reading  test; 
Stanford  achievement  tests  covering  the 
subjects  of  reading,  spoiling,  arithmetic, 
history,  language,  geography,  and  agri¬ 
culture;  Tcrman  intelligence  test;  Na-

Maryville  Goes  Into  First  Place  Tie  by  Stopping  College  High  Has  Reserved  Seats 
Springfield  40  to  34~Score  34  All  at  End  Valentine  Party  for  Hart  House 


of  Game— Kirksville  Here  Next 


At  8  o’clock  tonight  the  Springfield  bears  were  leading  in  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  conference.  They  had  lost 
only  two  games,  one  to  Kirksville  and  one  to  Maryville. 

At  8  o’clock  the  Bearcats  were  tied  for  second  place  in  the  conference.  They  had  lost  games  to  Cape 
Girardeau,  Warrensburg,  and  Springfield. 

At  9:15  o’clock  tonight  the  Springfield  Bears  were  forced  to  move  over  and  share  first  place  with 
the  Bearcats — all  because  of  what  has  happened  in  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes.  It  is  doubtful  if  either  the 
Bears  or  Bearcats  know  exactly  what  happened  in  that  period  of  time — and  it  is  a  known  fact  that  the  nerve- 
shattered  spectators  are  still  dazed. 

The  scoreboard  was  the  only  unexcited  thing  in  the  gym  and  at  9:15  its  face  read,  “Maryville  40, 
Springfield,  34.”  But  what  happened  to  that  scoreboard  in  the  hour  and  fifteen  minutes  would  make  an 
eight-reel  thriller  read  like  a  semester  exam  in  Sanskrit. 

Had  an  emotional  television  machine  been  attached  to  the  tally  board  to  register  the  re-actions  of  the 
crowd  tlie  instrument  would  have  been  burnt  out  long  before  the  game  was  over  in  its  endeavor  to  register 
the  thrills,  the  throbs,  heart-beats,  hopes,  fears,  despair,  glee,  and  final  pandemonium  of  the  fans  in  that  forty- 
five  minutes. 


But  to  get  hack  to  the  game.  Shortly 
after  tho  clock  ticked  eight  Referee 
Bunn  stepped  to  tlio  center  ring  and 
blow  his  whistle.  Tlie  temperature  was 
already  at  fever  pitch  with  expectancy. 
The  band  was  playing,  “Bearcats  will 
shine  tonight.”  Tho  Green  and  White 
Peppers  were  pepping  it  at  top  speed. 
Every  fan  was  already  sitting  on  tho 
edge  of  his  seat. 

Burks,  steps  into  tlio  center  ring.  He 
shakes  hands  with  Marshall.  Up  goes 
tlie  leather  oval.  Tlio  whistle  blows. 
Burks  tips  tlio  ball  to  Unglos.  It  goes 
to  Harris;  to  Iba,  to  Burks,-  and  to 
Hedges,  who  slips  it  through  the  meshes 
for  a  counter.  Tho  boys  are  started. 

But  not  for  long.  For  Fox,  that  sly 
Springfield  forward  indices  a  one-pointer 
on  a  foul,  and  then  two  moro  and  tips 
in  a  rebound  to  give  ills  team  five 
points.  Again  tlio  Bearcats  hit  their 
stride.  Hedges  hooks  a  pretty  one  and 
Unglos  gets  a  free  throw.  The  tally 
is  tied  at  5  all. 

By  rapid  passing  Stark  slips  through 
the  hard-working  defense  and  tallies 
two.

Lamkin’ of  Huntsville,  Mo.  rocoivod  a 
letter  in  tho  official  envelope  of  tho 
government  of  tlio  Confederates  Stato 
of  America.  The  lettor  boro  the  post¬ 
mark  of  Loxingtou  on  the  back.  On 
tho  faco  of  tlio  lottor  was  a  fivo-cont 
Confederate  stamp  bearing  tho  picture 
of  Jefferson  und  on  tho  back  was  a 
throe-cont  stamp  of  tlio  United  Stutos 
Government  carrying  the  picture  of 
Goorgo  Washington, 

This  week  the  time-colored  dnvolopc 
was  rodoivod  by  President  Lamkin  of 
tho  Collego,  a  son  of  Professor  Lamkin, 
who  originally  rocoivod  the  letter  during 
tho  Civil  Wur.  It  was  sent  him  by 
Mrs.  Howard  Bailey  of  St.  Louis,  for¬ 
merly,  Miss  Louiso  Salmon,  daughter 
of  Major  Ilarvoy  W.  Salmon,  who  then 
lived  in  Huntsville,  Mo  Her  father  was 
later  stato  treasurer  of  Missouri  in 
1879  to  1874  undor  tho  administration 
.of  Governor  Silas  Woodson  of  Buchanan 
County  In  her  lettor  to  President 
Laukiu  she  said: 


‘I  am  inclosing  to  you  olio  of  my 
deeply  valued  treasures  which  your  mo¬ 
ther  gave  mo  when  a  little  girl.  Sho 
said  sho  know  I  would  enro  for  it  nnd 
appreciate  it.  but  I  foel  it’s  timo  to 
roturn  it  to  tho  family — so  I  am  solid- 
ing  it  to  you  with  my  host  wishes.  I 
have  kopt  it  in  a  safety  deposit  box — 
lmvo  novor  soon  another  liko  it — and  I 
feel  it  is  valuable  from  a  historical 
viewpoint  ns  it  tins  postngo  of  both  tho 
Confedornto  and  United  Stntos  govern¬ 
ments  on  it.”

Steph¬ 
ens,  nro  iu  wliito .  on  u  bright  ittd 
background.

Board  o f  Control  of  State  Athletic  As¬ 
sociation  Flans  For  Basket  Ball  And 
Track  At  Columbia  Meeting, 
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COLLEGE  OATH

ice  or  dishonesty.  We  will  fight  for  the 
ideale  and  sacred  things  of  the  College.

FOOTBALL  AND  GOOD  GRADES. 


The  view  is  rather  widely  held  that 
intercollegiate  athletics  interfere  with 
the  scholastic  work  of  students.  With 
some  educators  and  perhaps  with  the 
general  public  the  opinion  prevails  that 
the  emphasis  often  placed  upon  these 
contests  between  schools-  is  out  of  por- 
portion  to  their  importance;  that  it 
tends  both  to  detract  proper  attention 
from  the  student  who  excels  in  scholar¬ 
ship  and  serves  as  a  serious  handicap 
upon  tlio  student  who  actually  partic¬ 
ipates  in  the  contests. 

What  tiie  truth  is  in  both  eases  per¬ 
haps  remains  to  be  shown.  In  practice 
it  seems  that  members  of  football  and 
other  teams  do  fail,  as  a  rule,  to  meas¬ 
ure  up  to  tho  scholastic  standards  at¬ 
tained  by  other  students  This  is  the 
implication  of  a  survey  of  forty-four 
institutions  of  higher  learning  by  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Teaching.  But  while  it  la 
shown  that  members  of  athletic  teams, 
in  a  majority  of  cases,  are  below  the 
general  average  in  class  standing,  it  is 
explained  tho  results  of  the  survey  are 
inconclusive  because  no  uniform  system 
of  grading  was  employed  in  the  insti¬ 
tutions.  Tho  situation  points  to  tho  nec¬ 
essity  for  a  study  of  the  ciucstion  which 
will  afford  a  reliable  basis  for  conclu¬ 
sions.  Other  surveys,  limited  to  a  single 
institution  or  to  a  group  of  schools,  em¬ 
phasize  tho  same  need. 

Thoro  have  been  many  instances  of 
students  prominent  in  athletics  who  also 
made  excellent  records  in  their  studies. 
Whether  the  condition  indicates  simply 
unusual  individual  capacity  or  that 
there  is  no  necessary  conflict  betw'een 
athletics  and  tho  regular  academic  work 
remains  to  ho  established.  But  in  view 
of  the  general  belief  that  the  conflict 
exists,  it  would  bo  desirable  to  have  the 
question  cleared  np.  For  it  relates  both 
to  popular  confidence  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  tlio  institutions  and  to  their 
service  ob  a  whole. — Kansas  City  Star. 


Prosidont  Lamkin  returned  Sunday 
from  Columbia  wlicro  ho  attended  a 
mooting  of  tho  Board  of  Control  of  tho 
State  High  School  Athletic  Association. 
Final  arrangements  wero  mado  Saturday 
for  the  stato  high  school  basket  ball 
tournament  and. tho  stato  intcrscholastic 
track  and  field  meet  to  bo  held  in  Col¬ 
umbia  March  10  and  17,  and  May  4 
and  5.  Tho  mooting  was  with  0,  L. 
Brewer,  Missouri’s  Athletic  director. 

Tlio  board  of  control  approved  tho 
plan  submitted  by  Brewer,  O.  G.  San¬ 
ford,  Jefferson  City,  and  Carl  Burris, 
Clayton,  to  dlvido  the  575  stato  high 
schools  who  nro  members  of  tlio  asso¬ 
ciation  into  three  classes  for  tho  track 
meet,  and  to  hold  elimination  tourna¬ 
ments  in  basketball. 

Under  the  plan  accepted  Saturday, 
the  winners  and  runners-up  of  tho  pre¬ 
liminary  tournaments  in  Kansas  City 
and  St.  Louis  will  conic  to  Columbia 
for  the  finals,  as  well  as  first  and  sec¬ 
ond  place  winners  of  the  tournaments 
that  will  be  held  at  each  of  the  five 
state  teacher's  colleges.  Only  the  win¬ 
ner  of  the  special  elimination  tourna¬ 
ments  at  Holla  and  St.  Joseph  will  be 
entered  at  Columbia  in  the  state  finals. 
Such  an  arrangement,  Brewer-  pointed 
out  when  making  the  announcement, 
will  allow  sixteen  teams,  each  the  win¬ 
ners  and  runner-up  of  a  divisional  tour¬ 
nament  to  enter  the  finals  at  Columbia, 
which  will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Missouri  athletic  -department.  As 
was  done  last  year,  the  University  of 
Missouri  athletic  department  will  pre¬ 
sent  a  trophy  to  the  school  whoso  team 
wins  the  tournament,  and  to  second, 
third  and  fourth  place  winners  smaller 
awards  wil  bo  given.  Gold  basketballs 
will  be  presented  individual  members  of 
the  slate  championship  team,  and  silver 
basketballs  to  members  of  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  place  winners. 

Second  and  third  place  winners  will 
be  determined  by  tile  board  of  control 
by  comparative  scores,  inasmuch  at  tlio’ 
tournament  will  he  run  on  a  consolida¬ 
tion  basis,  which  otherwise  might  elim¬ 
inate  a  strong  team  in  tlio  first  game. 

The  hoard  voted  to  allow  each  team 
only  eight  men  in  the  state  finals,  which 
they  believe  will  not  give  such  an  ad¬ 
vantage  to  tiie  larger  city  schools,  who 
usually  have  from  fifteen  to  twenty  on 
their  first  team. 

Tn  thtf  interscholnstic  track  and  field 
meet  this  year,  tlio  board  of  control  de¬ 
cided  that  uo  individual  will  be  allowed 
to  enter  more  .than  five  events,  and  of 
tho  five,  only  two  can  be  track  events. 
Tlio  schools  must  keep  in  their  classes, 
so  that  smaller  schools  cannot  enter 
their  stars  in  Class  A  division  in  order 
to  compete  in  faster  company. 

All  schools  with  enrollment  over  500 
will  be  under  class  A,  all  those  between 
150  and  500  under  class  B,  and  all  other 
members  of  tlio  state  association  will 
compote  as  cIubs  C.  No  junior  college 
competition  will  bo  held  this  year,  in 
either  the  basketball  tournament  or  tho 
track  and  field  meet,  Brewer  said.

CLUB  HEARS  REAIARKABLE 
QUARTET. 

Those  who,  because  they  lovo  chamber 
music  and  rarely  have  a  chance  to  hear 
it,  braved  the  rain  yesterday  afternoon 
to  hear  the  Hart  House  quartet  were 
amply  rewarded,  for  this  proved  to  he 
one  of  the  finest  recitals  ever  sponsored 
by  the  Fortnightly  Alusical  Club.  The 
crystal  room  of  Hie  Hotel  Robidoux  was 
well  filled,  not  completely,  as  would 
have  been  the  case  in  fair  weather,  but 
with  an  audience  unusually  apprecia¬ 
tive  The  most  on'rncst,  complete  atten¬ 
tion  was  accorded  to  every  phrase. 

.  Though,  to  old-timers,  it.  may  seem 
like  sacrilege  to  compare  a  five-year- 
old  organization  with  the  Kneisel  quar¬ 
tet  of  hallowed  memory,  there  wero 
those  yesterday  who  felt  that  the  Hart 
House  excels  this  once  supreme  quartet, 
in  spontnniety,  in  n  certain  exuberance, 
never  caried  too  far.  Tho  Hart  House 
.quartet,  without  sacrificing  ono  iota  of 
needful  unity,  preserves  the  individu¬ 
ality  of  tho  various  instruments,  a  rare 
achievement.  The  leader,  Do  Kresz, 
called  fortli  an  incredible  number  of 
contrasting  tones  from  his  violin. 

At  times  tho  quartet  played  so  bril¬ 
liantly  that  it  sounded  like  an  orchestra 
and  at  other  times  its  work  attained  a 
.  marvelous  delicacy.  It  has  been  said 
that  no  ono  plays  well  enough  to  play 
Mozart,  but  his  “celestinl  enchantments 
of  sound”  were  given  with  an  ethereal 
clarity  and  with  sine’ere  understanding 
of  tho  simplicity  and  beauty  of  this 
musician,  whose  life  wns  all-suffering 
anil  whose  music  breathes  only  happi¬ 
ness.  His  entire  G  major  quartet  was 
played  and  if  .  any  preference  could  bo 
expressed  between  tho  four  movements, 
it  would  fall  upon  either  tho  minuetto 
or  the  andante  cnntabilo. 

But  tho  quartet  is  remarkably  versa¬ 
tile  and  captured  the  spirit  of  the  ultra¬ 
modern.  John  Beach’s  setting  of  Fiona 
AIcLeod’s  poem  concerning  tho  wind 
was  fascinating,  descriptive  and  highly 
characteristic.  The  “Italian  Seren¬ 
ade”  brought  forth  much  applause  and 
as  encore,  Tschnikowski’s  andante  can- 
tabile.  In  this  the  players  touched  tho 
,  heights.  Tho  tendorncss  of  tlioir  in-, 
terprotntion  wns  deeply  moving.  This 
wns  tho  only  encore,  though  tho  por- 
formers  woro  rocnlled  again  and  again. 

Evory  composition  wns  mado  absolute¬ 
ly  clear  to  tho  hearors.  Thoro  was  no 
blurring,  everything  wns  distinct,  given 
with  wonderful  nccont  and  rhythm,  tho 
concluding  Sehubort  D  minor  quartot 
being  no  oxcoption.

Annual  Northwest  Missouri  Contest  For 
Rural,  Elementary,  and  High  School 
Studonts  To  Bo  March  16. 


Co-ed  Peg  Tells  Co-ed  Jane  What

Tile  annual  district  spoiling  contest 
for  tho  4ft.kc.ols  of  Northwest  Missouri 
will  ho  hold  March  ,  10  this  year,  it 
was  decided  this  week  by  tho  committee 
in  efyirgo  of  the  contest. 

Tfio  committee,  composed  of  Leslie 
G.  Somerville,  Nodaway  County  super¬ 
intendent,  Maryville,  Miss  Irene 
O  ’Brian,  Daviess  County  superintendent, 
Gallatin,  and  Miss  Beta  Mitchell,  Gen¬ 
try  Comity  superintendent,  Albany,  met 
at  tho  College  this  week  to  draw  up 
plans  for  tho  forthcoming  contest. 

The  contest  will  open  at  the  College 
at  9:30  the  morning  of  March  1G  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Cooper  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  faculty. 

The  word  list  will  ho  prepared  by  tho 
Collcgo  and  words  will  bo  selected  from 
the  Missouri  newspapers,  exclusive  of 
periodicals  and  magazines.  This  list 
will  not  ho  availablo  to  contestants,  tho 
same  ruling  being  adopted  as  is  used  in 
the  state  contest.  Tho  same  word  list 
will  bo  given  to  each  division  The 
contest  will  he  divided  into  threo  di¬ 
visions,  rural,  elementary,  and  high 
school.  All  entries  must  ho  mailed  to 
Mr.  Cooper  not  later  than  March  14. 

Only  regular  students  in  high  school 
may  enter  tho  high  school  contest.  This 
excludes  all  persons  holding  a  diploma 
certifying  graduation  from  high  school. 
No  pupil  may  enter  the  elementary  or 
rural  contest  who  holds  a  diploma  cert' 
tifying  graduation  from  grade  school 
All  consolidated  districts  with  rural 
schools  and  the  so-called  job  schools 
must  he  classified  in  the  high  school 
-group  and  tho  grade  school  must  com¬ 
pete  as  elementry  schools.  In  any  dis¬ 
trict  where  high  school  work  is  offered 
the  grade  school  must  compete  as  el¬ 
ementary  schools.  Winners  of  first 
place  in  district  contest  last  year  will 
bo  barred  from  contest  in  tho  same 
respective  divisions  this  year. 

Only  one  contestant  in  each  division 
from  each  county  may  enter  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Contest.  The  name  of  first  and 
second  winners  in  each  division  in  tho 
county  contest  should  he  mailed  to  the 
leader  in  the  district  contest.  The  sec¬ 
ond  winner  may  enter  in  case  the  first 
winner  is  unable  to  attend. 

Gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  will 
bo  awarded  the  winners  in  each  divi- 
vision  of  the  contest.  A  banner  will  he 
given  in  each  division  to  tho  county 
winning  in  the  contest.  These  prizes 
will  bo  given  by  the  Stato  Teachers 
College.  Tlio  district  contest  will  be  a 
written  contest.  Each  county  superin¬ 
tendent  should  supply  tho  contestants 
in  tho  district  contest  in  his  or  her 
counties  with  a  copy  of  this  bulletin 
in  order  that  each  may  know  the  rules 
and  regulations  for  tho  district  congest. 

The  winner  in  each  division  is  eligible 
to  compete  in  the  State  Contest.  Pro¬ 
visions  for  expenses  should  be  arranged 
by  the  county  from  which  the  winner 
comes  , since  tho  District  Teachers  As¬ 
sociation  has  not  been  able  to  arrange 
for  paying  expenses  of  winners  to 
Stato  Contest  this  year. 

Tho  following  additional  regulations 
have  been  drawn  up  for  the  contest: 

All  applicants  will  bo  given  numbers. 
These  numbers  will  be  tho  only  identi¬ 
fication  marks  on  tho  papers  of  tho 
contestants. 

A  short  list  of  not  moro  than  twenty 
five  wordB  will  be  pronounced  as  pro 
liminary  exercises  before  the  -  contest 
proper  begins. 

Only  contestants  with  tho  pronouncer 
and  two  disinterested  county  superin¬ 
tendents  will  bo  permitted  in  tho  rooms 
while  contest  is  in  progress. 

Rank  of  contestants  will  ho  deter¬ 
mined  on  tho  pcrcontugo  of  words  spell¬ 
ed  correctly.  No  one  will  bo  eliminated 
until  400  words  have  been  spelled  in 
groups  of  fifty  words  per  list.  In  case 
of  tie -additional  lists  of  50  words  will 
bo  given  to  tho  entire  group  until  win- 
^rjior  is  determined  on  percentage  basis. 

Tho  Now  International  Dictionary 
1927  edition  will  bo  tho  standard  for. 
correct  spoiling  of  words. 

No  ono  will,  ho  eliminated  because  of 
tho  misuso  of  capital  lottors. 

Doubtful  formation  of  letters  will  .be 
counted  against  contestants. 

All  pnpors  writton  by  contestants  aro 
'  to  bo  kopt  by  committoos,  but  pupils 
may  soo  tho  words  they  miBspolled  at 
-  aloso  of  contest.  No  papers  will  bo 
takon  from  room.

This  survey  is  made  at  the  request 
of  Superintendent  Hubert  Garrett  and 
the  Board  of  Education  there  and  will 
bo  the  first  complete  survey  of  its  kind 
in  Nodaway  County.  The  University 
of  Missouri  has  made  similar  surveys  in 
some  of  the  larger  cities.  Mr.  Cooper 
feels  that  tho  Quitman  district  is  to 
be  congratulated  for  its  interest  in  this 
typo  of  survey  which  proposes  to  rank 
tho  school  on  the  basis  of  achievement 
of  its  pupils,  tho  chief  purpose  for 
which  the  school  exists,  rather  than  the 
physical  equipment  which  is  only  a 
means  to  an  end.  Mr.  Cooper  believes 
that  thcro  is  a  reaction  now  in  cduca- 1 
tion  opposing  the  tendency  that  pre¬ 
vails  in  some  cities  especially,  to  ex¬ 
pend  larger  sums  in  elaborate  buildings 
rntber  than  an  efficient  teaching  force, 
libraries,  and  laboratory  equipment. 

A  vast  amount  of  work  in  figuring 
and  compiling  the  data  has  to  be  done 
after  the  tests  arc  actually  given  and 
this  class  in  Tests  and  Measurements 
will  handle  ail  of  this  work  in  order 
to  bring  out  the  significant  features 
of  the  survey.

It  will  be  an  elimination 
tournament  this  year  in  keeping  with 
the  plan  proposed  by  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri-High  School  Athletic  Association 
and  adopted  by  the  State  High  School 
Athletic  Association.  Tlio  State  ’Asso¬ 
ciation  has  made  use  of  tlio  districts  of 
Missouri  as  designated  by  state  law  and 
by  tho  Missouri  State  Teachers  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  elimination  tournaments 
will  bo  held  in  each  of  those  districts.

were  formerly  owned  by  an  eccentric, 
sottlcr  in  British  Columbia,  who  had 
been  a  great  organist  in  one  of  the 
grent  British  Cathedrals,  but  abandoned 
his  profession  in  1010  to  take  up  farm¬ 
ing  in  Canada.  Throughout  his  early 
lifo  lie  had  made  a  hobby  of  collecting 
old  musical  instruments,  and  the  cream 
of  his  collection  he  brought  with. him 
and  the  cdcontric  colonist  abandoned 
all  his  pursuits  to  enlist  in  the  army. 
He  sold  his  household  goods  in  a  single 
lot  to  the  nearest  second-hand  dealer, 
laying  no  special  emphasis  on  the  17th 
century  chest  which  contained  a  mass  of 
old  violins,  bows  and  odd  pieces  of 
musical  paraphernalia. 

The  second-hand  man  disposed  of  all 
tlio  rest  of  the  furniture,  but  the  chest 
of  viols  remained  iu  his  shop  until  a 
representative  of  the  Hart  House  Quar¬ 
tet  visited  Vancouver  and-  happened  to 


stumblo  on  tlie  old  chest  nnd  its  pre¬ 
cious  contents. 

Gcza  do  Krcsz,  leader  of  tho  Hart 
House  Quartet  ,nnfl  former  orchestra 
leader  at  tlio  court  of  Carmen  Sylva, 
Queen  of  Roumania,  says  of  tho  collec¬ 
tion:  “It  is  nn  amazing  find.  These 
instruments  nro  not  merely  museum 
pioccs,  for  they  are  in  a  state  of  per¬ 
fect  preservation  nnd  playable,  every 
one.  '0'iifortunately  jhc  effort  to  find 
a  group  of  playcra  for  them  in  Toronto 
hns  so  far  been  unsuccessful. 

“Tlio  collection  includes  two  treble 
viols,  an  alto  viol,  a  tenor  viol,  nnd  a 
Superb  Viol  do  Gamba  or  knee-viol,  so 
called  because ‘it  was  held  bctwcon  the 
knees  like  a  cello.  This  particular  in¬ 
strument  is  probably  a  genuine  Bergon¬ 
zi.  But  tho  most  interesting  picco  is  a 
Quinton  or  five-stringed  treble  viol.  In 
addition,  the  chest  contains  a  trny  of 
contemporary  bows  and  a  number  of 
odd  pieces. 

“The  same  collector  also  possessed 


sovoral  old  lutes  nnd  a  stiporb  harpsi¬ 
chord  which  was  probnbly  one  of  tho 
finest  extant.  Unfortunately  all  traco 
of  tlicso  instruments  has  disappeared 
Other  missing  pieces  of  his  collection 
were  a  theorbo  and  a  chnritono,  which 
aro  probably  hidden  somewhere  in  west¬ 
ern  Cannda. 

“But  tho  viols  which  hnve  now  found 
a  permanent  home  at  tlio  Unlvorsity  of 
Toronto  werp  undoubtedly  the  finest 
pnrt  of  his  collection.  Tlie  viol  family 
nro  the  ancestors  of  the  modern  violin. 
'Viola  aro  distinguished  froia  modern 
violin  by  their  eloping  shoulders  and  t 
elliptical  bodies.  Tho  la  tor  viols;  after  >. 
tho  violin  shape  began  to  be  devu^hd,  ,  ’ 
formed  a  family  of  four  or  fivo’sfScs. 

Tho  bodies  contain  indentations...  to  - 
make  it  easier  for  bowing  tho  outer 
strings,  but  the  backs  nro  flat  and  slopo  .  \ .  , 


toward  the  neck,  while  the  sound  holes 
ar .  C-shaped.  There  are  from  five  to 
seven  strings  tuned  in  fourths  and 
thirds.”
